The life history of the Hessian Fly ia shown above. Tbe 
life of tbe adult fly ia but a few days, probably but a week or 
le*a, and the great mess of the flies will appear at about tba 
earae time. If tbe wheat is town after the flies appear by the 
time the wheat ia up they will be gone and the plants escape 
the attack* of the fly. 

Experiment .tationa urge you to aow wheat late in order 
to oacape the Hessian Fly.
